AucusT 29th.—We received a letter from the ‘Secretary and Aet- 
ing Governor, L. J. S. Turney, asking for the 15у which, in our judg- 
ment, áuthorizes us to sell University lands, intimating a doubt of the pro- 
priety of our acts in this particular. After taking the oath of office, we 
regarded it as our duty to keep the law, and not to judge it, we here"
